A  angfacttre  article  in  tbe  Boston 
Globe  divoMK**  tbe  relative  value  of 
large  and  email  clnha  for  women  and 
i(OoUs  Mr*.  Charlotte  Emerson  Brown, 
president  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Cl  she.  as  **ying  that  a  large 
:hib  broadens  acquaintance,  embodies 
mow  ability  and  experience,  exerts  more 
influence,  has  a  better  income  and  can 
do  more  work  than  a  small  one.  On  the 
other  hand,  in  a  large  <-!nb  actual  par¬ 
ticipation  is  often  limited  to  a  few,  while 
many  members  are  silent  and  inactive; 
hence  the  importance  of  dividing  the 
work  and  awaigning  it  to  sections,  els 
or  committee*.

Thirty  ykars  ago  women's  clubs  scarce¬ 
ly  existed;  already  their  name  is  legion. 
There  is  scarcely  a  town  or  village  m  the 
country  that  has  not  or  will  not  soon 
have  one  or  more  such  organisations  of 
women.  At  present  few  of  these  associ¬ 
ations  have  given  any  attention  to  pali- 
tioa  or  the  science  of  government.  But 
sooner  or  later  they  will  be  impelled  to 
do  so  by  the  pressure  of  circumstances. 
Their  private  sad  public  interest*  will 
awakes  them  to  their  need  of  direct 
power  in  shaping  legislation. 

Therefore  we  welcome  every  one  of 
these  women's  alnb*.  however  conserva¬ 
tive,  as  an  involuntary  ally— the  Maj 
flower  club  no  leas  than  the  lnd< 
women  voters  of  Bo* ton  or 
chusetts  School  Suffrage  association. 
Even  the  remonstrants  are,  in  a  broad 
sense,  promoters  of  the  woman  suffrage 
nwrcqiepL — Boston  Woman  s  journal.

A  LoimUu  Pavement  Artl>U 
Force  of  ciryuxuttaoces  lias  driven  an 
English  woman — one  Mrs.  Coleman- 
adopt  tbe  nnutual  occupation  of  pave¬ 
ment  artist  as  a  tmeuis  to  naru  a  living 
for  herself  and  her  sick  husband.  She 
w  probably  the  first  gentlewoman  to  at¬ 
tempt  this  catling,  which  is  one  of  the 
common  street)  sights  of  Loudon,  though 
comparatively  unknown  here.  It  is 
tiimited  that  there  Hre  about  300  persons, 
men  and  lad*.  In  the  English  metropolis 
earning  a  living  at  this  trade  of  drawing 
pictures  on  the  pavetm-ut*  and  collect¬ 
ing  pennies  from  the  crowds  that  gath¬ 
er.  Colored  cbalka  are  used  and  very 
realistic  scenes  sketched,  many  of  tbe 
artists  being  genuinely  talented.

Mrs.  Virginia  D.  Ygrtng  of  Fairfax.  8. 
C..  inspired  the  t-sAnuJe  of  Mr-*  Jojo- 
phin*-  K.  Henty  of  Kentucky,  petitioned 
th«  South  (JuroUila  legislature  for  the 
right  of  suffrage.  31s*  soul:  **l  have,  in 
the  eyes  of  tlW  law,  committed  but  one 
crime,  that  off  being  born  a  woman.  I 
am  taxed  without  representation.  1  am 
governed^  ithout  my  consent,  thus  nulli¬ 
fying  the  sacred  principles  of  democracy. 

I  hereby  protest  against  tbe  humiliation 
of  bejog  c tasked  politically  with  insane. 

Iiglnals  and  idiots*  as  well  as  against 
ty  injustice/’  The  petition  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  all  ibe  South  Carolina  papers, 
and  although  the  legislature  adjourned 
without  taking  action  upon  it,  it  ha* 
done  much  tq  promote  the  discussion  of 
tbe  question,  Mrs.  Yonug  i*  doing  a 
great  and  good  work  in  the  Btate  for  the 
enfranchisement  of  women,  and  we  are 
sure,  if  she  was  allowed  to  vote,  she

Very  little  is  known  of  the  danger  to 
life  and  health  that  exist*  in  many  occu¬ 
pations  where  women  are  largely  em¬ 
ployed.  In  Eng lan d  a  league  has  been 
formed  to  call  attention  to  the  facta  of 
the  case,  and  Mrg*.  C.  Mollet  has  made 
extensive  investigations. 

In  the  linen  /rode  the  flax  has  to  be 
left  to  soak  m  the  water,  and  rheuma¬ 
tism.  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  seize 
upon  the  women  who  have  to  deal  with 
it  in  this  stage.  In  the  flax  carding  de¬ 
partment  the  fine  dust  prodaces  lung 
disease  and  kills  its  victims  at  80.  In  fur 
cope  making  the  odor  and  the  fine  fluff 
axe  both  extremely  injurious.  A  singu¬ 
lar  injury  is  caused  to  artificial  flower 
makers,  especially  those  employed  in 
making  white  flowers  by  gaslight.  The 
dry  dost  causes  inflamed  eyelids,  and  the 
work  is  so  trying  that  women  are  worn 
out  luag  before  middle  age.  In  the  china 
trade  tie  clay  dost  settles  year  by  year 
in  the  lungs  until  consumption  results. 

In  the  white  lead  trade  horrors  are 
found  quite  equal  to  those  of  the  phos¬ 
phorous  match  trade.  Lead  is  in  itself 
highly  poisonous,  and  the  most  danger¬ 
ous  parts  of  the  process  of  making  the  or¬ 
dinary  blue  pigs  of  lead  into  the  deadly 
white  carbonate  is  carried  on  by  women 
because  it  requires  less  muscular  strength 
than  the  reet.  Cakes  of  lead  are  pat  to 
ferment  in  tan  and  acetic  add  for  three 
months,  and  then  the  cakes  have  to  be 
grubbed  out  of  the  mixture  by  hand, 
the  poison  getting  under  tbe  finger  nails. 
After  being  ground  to  powder  under 
water  the  dishes  of  damp  lead  have  to  be 
placed  in  a  stove  to  dry  for  a  fortnight. 
The  worst  partis  when  these  poor  women 
have  to  take  away  the  dry,  hot.  white 
carbonate  of  lead  from  tbe  stoves.  Even 
the  muffled  heads,  tbe  woolen  respira¬ 
tors,  the  sack  overalls  fail  to  keep  out 
the  deadly  dost.  They  rarely  live  many 
years.  Sometimes  a  few  weeks  or  months 
bring  on  the  symptoms  of  acute  lead 
poisoning,  to  which  they  rapidly  suc¬ 
cumb.  Tins  white  carbonate  of  lead  is 
used  for  glazing  china  and  enamel  ad¬ 
vertisements.  The  only  safeguard  would 
be  in  prohibiting  the  manufacture,  and 
it  would  be  possible  to  do  so,  for  various 
substitutes  are  already  in  the  market— 
New  York  Sun. 

Emutlt.  Women. 

The  experiment  of  employing  women 
instead  of  men  in  the  French  postal  serv¬ 
ice  has  been  tried  with  such  good  results 
in  France  of  late  that  the  government  has 
recently  appointed  a  number  of  women 
to  excellent  positions  of  trust.  Tbe  prin¬ 
cipal  departments  where  women  clerks 
are  employed  Is  in  France,  as  elsewhere,
